NATIONAL  PARK 


Discovered  in  1862  by  trappers,  Yellow- 
stone was  designated  as  the  nation's 
first  National  Park  by  President  Ulysses 
S.  Grant  in  1872.  Perhaps  the  most 
famed  of  all  national  parks  today, 
Yellowstone,  in  its  area  of  3,472  square 
miles,  annually  plays  host  to  well  over  a 
million  visitors.  In  addition  to  being  one 
of  the  most  spectacular  of  mountain 
regions,  it  is  a  natural  wonderland,  the 
site  of  nearly  3,000  hot  springs  and  gey- 
sers, including  the  most  famous  of  them 
all,  Old  Faithful.  Within  its  boundaries, 
too,  will  be  found  famed  Yellowstone 

The  Lower  Falls  of  the  Yellowstone,  seen  here  from  Red  Rocks  Trail, 
drop  306  feet,  or  twice  the  height  of  Niagara  Falls. 


Falls  (twice  the  height  of  Niagara),  the 
Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone;  Yel- 
lowstone Lake,  one  of  America's  largest 
high  mountain  lakes;  endless  varieties 
of  big  game  and  rare  bird  species  living 
in  the  beautiful,  natural  surroundings 
of  this  great  wild  life  sanctuary.

Devils  Tower 

Devils  Tower  National  Monument,  one 
of  the  nation's  most  spectacular  phe- 
nomena, was  established  as  America's 
first  National  Monument  in  1906  by 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  Thrust- 
ing up  some  1280  feet  above  the  Belle 
Fourche  River,  it  overlooks  luxuriant 
rolling  grassland  and  pine  forest.  Geo- 
logists agree  that  the  rock  of  Devils 
Tower  was  at  one  time  molten  and  was 
forced  up  from  deep  within  the  earth 
about  50  million  years  ago.  Erosion, 
through  the  centuries  that  followed, 
created  the  patterns  to  be  found  on  the 
Tower  today.  The  Devils  Tower  area  is 
a  great  playground  of  fishing,  hunting, 
boating  and  camping.  It  is  open  year 
round. 


Fort  Laramie 


Designated  a  National  Monument  in 
1938  by  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt, 
Fort  Laramie  stands  today  as  a  memor- 
ial to  the  courage  of  men  of  the  past 
who  stood  guard  in  a  new  land  of  oppor- 
tunity and  frequent  violence.  Original- 
ly built  as  a  log  stockade  in  1834  by 
veteran  fur  traders,  it  was  purchased 
in  1835  by  the  powerful  American  Fur 
Company.  In  1841,  the  company  re- 
placed Fort  William  with  a  pretentious 
adobe-walled  post  officially  named  Fort 
John  on  the  Laramie.   Fort  Laramie 


served  as  outpost  for  Capt.  John  C. 
Fremont,  who  recommended  that  it  be 
purchased  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment and  made  an  Army  post  to  curb 
the  hostile  Indians  and  protect  the 
wagon  trains.  Abandoned  in  April  1890, 
it  was  permitted  to  deteriorate  until 
1937,  at  which  time  the  State  of  Wyom- 
ing purchased  214  acres  which  were 
given  to  the  Federal  Government.  The 
Fort  includes  the  remains  of  21  his- 
toric structures,  several  of  which  have 
been  reconstructed  and  are  now  open. 
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Thermopolis  Hot  Springs  and  terraces,  one  of  Wyoming's 
favorite  State  Parks,  is  world  famous  for  its  mineral  hot 
springs.  It  is  the  site  of  the  Gottsche  Rehabilitation  Center, 

famed  for  its  modern  facilities.

Boar's  Tusk— a  volcanic  neck 
situated  in  the  middle  of  a  desert 
valley  about  27  miles  north  of  Rock 
Springs,  visible  from  highway  187. 
A  talus  cone  200  feet  high  surrounds 
the  base,  with  the  Boar's  Tusk 
rising  200  feet  above  the  cone. 
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The  Green  River  Rendezvous  at  Pinedale  portrays  in  vivid  reality  the  meeting  and  friendship 
of  early-day  trappers  with  the  Indians.  The  pageant  takes  place  in  July. 


EXPLORING  THE  PAST 

Wyoming  is  a  showcase  of  western  history.  Here  to  be  seen  are  sites 
of  great  Indian  battles,  the  early  pioneer  trails,  the  forts  that  protected 
early  pioneers,  the  remains  of  stage  stations,  early-day  churches 
and  ghost  towns.  In  various  parts  of  the  state,  too,  are  summer  pa- 
geants portraying  and  museums  commemorating  the  development 
and  culture  of  Wyoming  —  and  the  West.  Following  are  the  principal 
attractions  and  their  location: 


Nearest  Town  Points  of  Interest

Few  places  in  North  America  reveal  so 
clearly  the  creation  and  evolution  of 
our  continent  or  offer  such  a  treasure- 
land  for  prospecting  as  Wyoming.  Great 
geological  formations,  many  of  them 
close  to  major  highways,  tell  of  the 
centuries-long  upheavals  that  created 
this  land  of  never-ending  change.  Min- 
eral, rock  and  gem  fields  of  many  types 
are  to  be  found  in  all  parts  of  the  state. 

Outstanding  Rock  and 
Gem  Specimens 

Wyoming  is  the  location  of  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  rocks  and  gems.  Indeed,  each 
year  Wyoming's  fields  attract  enthu- 
siasts, both  professional  and  amateur, 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  who  come 
to  prospect  for  the  outstanding  speci- 
mens. In  areas  throughout  the  state 
will  be  found  such  gems  as  alabaster, 
onyx  marble,  agate  and  petrified  wood, 
quartz  crystals,  fossils,  jade,  chalced- 
ony, garnet,  rhodonite,  sapphire,  gas- 
troliths,  azurite  and  malachite,  blood- 
stone and  ruby.  A  note  of  caution: 
many  areas  on  which  specimens  are  to 
be  found  are  private  property  and  per- 
mission to  prospect  should  be  obtained. 
Collecting  specimens  is  prohibited  in 
National  Parks  and  National  Monu- 
ments. 


"Where  to  Find"  Information 

You  will  find  throughout  the  state  a 
great  willingness  to  help  you  prospect 
for  gems  and  stones  of  Wyoming.  Vir- 
tually every  community  has  its  rock 
hound  club  whose  members  will  gladly 
point  the  way  to  deposits  in  their  areas. 
You  may  write  either  the  president  of 
the  rock  hound  club  in  the  area  you 
expect  to  visit  or  the  president  of  the 
Wyoming  State  Gem  and  Mineral 
Society,  in  care  of  Wyoming  Travel 
Commission,  Cheyenne,  for  locations 
of  stone  or  gem  areas.
